Mr. Rapson was a modernist architect who designed the landmark 1963 Guthrie 
Theater in Minneapolis. He spent 30 years as the dean of architecture school at the 
University of Minnesota. He is known for his postwar designs of U.S. embassies in 
Sweden and Denmark, and the innovative houses, churches, and university 
buildings mostly in the Upper Midwest. He also created the Rapid Rocker, a curvy 
maple and fabric take on the traditional rocking chair that was part of the Knoll 
Furniture line in the 1940’s and was reintroduced a few years ago.
